Southern Alberia Farmers 
Lea n to Control Soil Dri¬ 
fting from Their 
Neigh he urs. 


Souther Alberta is a great 
u-ling ground tY*•• the control 
of soil drifting. The frequency 
and velocity of the chinook 
winds and the absence of 
snow covering in winter have 
made it so. One of the lead ng 
agriculturists of Canada after 
having visited the drifting 
areas of Canada and the Un¬ 
ited States said recently that 
perhaps nowhere on tile contin¬ 
ent had so much progress hcon 
made in controlling drifting as 
in Southern Alberta. Farmer, 
and technical agriculturists 
from all parts of the Canadian 
prairies and from the Unite 1 
Sta'cs are coming here to see 
what has been accomplished 
and many of them are return¬ 
ing homo convinced that they 
can meet their own situation as 
farmers here have done. The 
result of this is that from the 
foothills of Alberta to eastern 
Manitoba, and in neighbouring 
States t~ the south, strip farm 
intr. trash covers, cover crops, 
l sting, scattering straw, and 
other control measures are r.ot 
only being talked of but are 
being used. 

Now what does this mean to 
southern Alberta? Of c oar re 
many tourists. farmers o* * 
those interested in farming, 
make this district a part of 
their trip to see what we are 


doing in controlling drifting. 
Perhaps this is attracting as 
many visitors as some of tin* 
parka. But this is merely incid¬ 
ental The real value ol this 
developent to us is that we arc 
making real progress j n holding 
our own soil.
